in Foreign Countries. 

\WasHIncton, D. C., Sept. 16.—The fol- 

ving excerpts from recent consular re- 

ts on the consumption and demand for 
ver and plated ware in various foreign 
intries will be of interest to the trade: 

Consul-General De Leon, at Guayaquil, 

uador, says: “On the books of the Ecu- 

iorian custom house there are no classi- 
ations of these articles, hence it is not 
iossible to give more than a general idea 

f the volume of importation. The trade is 
very small. It would be safe to say that not 
nore silverware is imported in one year 
han would be purchased by a single re- 
tailer in the United States. The duty on 
plated ware is 92 cents per kilogram 
2.2046 pounds) gross weight, and on sil- 
verware $13.80 per kilogram gross weight 
[here are no manufacturers of this class of 
goods in Ecuador. The following firms 
here are interested in silver and plated 
goods: C. Stierlen & Co., O. Alexander & 
Co., and C. Phillips & Co. 

Consul-General Seeger, at Rio de Ja- 
neiro, Brazil, says: “There is little or no 
market here for American silverware. 
Were there any call for silverware it would 
be difficult to break down the predilection 
that exists in this conservative market for 
Portuguese makes, in solid, and for Paris- 
an, in plated ware. A little silver is manu- 
factured in small shops here, but largely to 
order, and even the old Portuguese silver- 


ware that finds its way into the second- 
hand shops from the old fazendas finds 
little market.” 

Consul Moulton, at Demerara, British 


Guiana, says: “All silver and plated ware 
for use in this district is imported. Plated

A further account of this interesting discovery 
has been given by W. Bornhardt and B. Kuhn 
in a series of mineralogical notes published a 
work by the former. The locality is on the Nam:

net occurs in a decomposing hornbiende gneiss, 
whence it is liberated in rounded masses up to the 
size of a man’s fist, probably representing large 
crystals, irregularly distributed through the rock. 
It is usually transparent, of a columbine-red in- 
clining to brownish-red, and is suitable for good 
jewelry. But the authors of the work cited ques- 
tion whether continuous mining of it would be 
profitable, especially as other localities of garnet 
have been discovered, though not of such good 
quality. The analysis given of this garnet is in- 
teresting, as representing an almandite in which 
the ferrous oxide has been largely replaced by 
magnesia, and to some extent by lime, showing 
its approach in part to a pyrope, and suggesting 
some molecular combination of the two species, 
such as has been recognized in the case of the 
North Carolina rhodolite, though quite different 
from that instance.

Bruhlt Bros. & Co. to Push Test Case On 
Appraisement to a Conclusion. 


ProvipeNce, R. I., Sept. 21.—While it 
had been rumored that the rather noted dia- 
mond importation case in which Bruhl Bros. 
& Co. figured had practically been settled, 
still the contrary appears to be the case. 
Bruhl Bros. & Co. intend to push the mat- 
ter to a definite conclusion, and it is prob- 
able that before very long some definite steps 
will be taken in the matter. Counsel for the 
firm argue that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has’ overstepped the bounds of the law 
and is endeavoring to destroy the standing 
of the Port of Providence as a port of en- 
try for precious stones. It is claimed that 
the department has permitted stones shipped 
to this city to be opened for appraisement 
in New York and has in other respects 
transgressed the privileges of local im 
porters. 

This course has been taken by the de- 
partment since the decision of Judge Brown 
granting an injunction against the Collector 
of Customs in this city preventing him 
from shipping stones to New York for ap 
praisal. These diamonds, it might be 
added, have remained tied up in the Custom 
House ever since. Since Judge Brown’s 
decision the department has accomplished 
its purpose by having the goods broken 








open in New York and before they arrived |

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Meeting of the Canadian Manufacturers 
Association. 

Toronto, Ont., Sept. 18—The annual con- 
vention of the Canadian Manufacturers’ As 
sociation was held yesterday and to-day at 
the King Edward Hotel, this city, a large 
number of delegates being in attendance. 
President Cyrus A. Birge, Hamilton, occu- 
pied the chair. 

A number of questions were discussed, 
those to which the greatest amount of atten- 
tion was devoted being the tariff and the 
labor question. A series of resolutions re- 
garding the tariff was adopted reaffirming 
the resolution passed at the last annual 
meeting at Halifax, in favor of tariff re- 
vision in the interest of all Canadian in- 
dustries, with a substantial preference to 
the mother country, “recognizing always 
that under any conditions the minimum 
tariff must afford adequate protection to all 
Canadian producers.” Additional resolu- 
tions expressed opposition to the bounty sys- 
tem as a substitute for tariff protection, op- 
posed reciprocity with the United States, 
and. recommended the establishment of a 
permanent tariff commission appointed by 
Government, to have constant supervision of 
tariff policy and changes and follow 
closely the workings of the tariff, with a 
view to making recommendations to the 
Government. 

Some very strong expressions of opin- 
ion were given in denunciation of the ac- 
tion of labor unions and of the course of the 
Government in regard to labor matters. A 
series of resolutions was adopted disapprov- 
ing of strikes and lockouts and favoring ad-

justment of differences by amicable meth- 
ods; protesting against discrimination on 
account of membership or non-membership 
in a labor organization, and the interfer- 
ence of outside parties in the relations be- 
tween employers and their work people; 
and favoring the incorporation of labor 
unions as “national organizations, governed 
by Canadian officials and free from foreign 
control.” 

George E. Drummond, Montreal, was 
elected president, and W. K. George, of the 
Standard Silver Co., Toronto, first vice 
president. The following members of the 
jewelry and kindred trades were chosen on 
committees: Thomas Roden, Toronto, To- 
ronto Executive and Commercial Intelli- 
gence; Fred Birks, Montreal, Montreal Ex 
ecutive; P. W. Ellis, Toronto, chairman 
Parliamentary Committee; W. K. Mc- 
Naught, Toronto, chairman Tariff Commit- 
tee.

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The Value of Good Window Displays 
to the Jeweler. 





(Seventh of a Series of “Timely Talks With Pro 
gressive Jewelers.’’) 
biden window displays are of value to a 
jeweler is a statement with which few 
readers are likely to take issue. Of 25 jew- 
elers with whom I have talked within the 
past month or so, only one has expressed 
himself unfavorably toward window dis- 
plays. And that one was only partially 
negative. 

But it does not follow that really good 
displays of jewelers’ goods are made by 
even all of those referred to. On the con- 
trary, I can recall half a dozen at least 
that did not come under the classification 
of good. Most of them were just the aver- 
age of jewelers’ windows. It is my opinion, 
and this opinion is not original, that jew- 
elers’ windows, as a whole, are capable of 
great improvement. My travels through 
various New England cities and observa- 
tion of all classes of stores have confirmed 
that opinion. Most of them need radical 
changes. Many of the windows the jew- 
elers have to use are to blame for a great 
deal of the fault ; the architectural construc- 
tion is a serious handicap on any good in- 
tentions that may exist in the storekeepers’ 
heads. 

But aside from this trouble, it does seem 
as if attractive windows could be arranged 
much oftener than they are. To my mind 
a window cannot be classed as good un- 
less it is attractive; unless it attracts at- 
tention. Is not that the real reason win- 
dow displays are made? Then why not 
dress them that way? It is not much more 
work; certainly it is not too much work if 
it pays. And I have yet to meet a jeweler 
who says a good window display does not 
pay, although doubtless there are a good 
many with that idea, just as there are some 
who disapprove of window displays, be- 
cause of some speciai reasons of their own. 
They are the exceptions and we will con- 
sider only the majority at this time. 

A gtay-haired old man leans over his 
watch show case and says: “Window dis- 
plays are the very best advertisement a jew- 
eler can have.” And the appearance of his 
windows shows that he believes it and tries 
to take full advantage of it. 

Another jeweler says he believes in the 
value of good window displays. “You can 
see for yourself,” says he, as he points to

his two front windows. You look and see 
in one a lot of clocks of various sorts, ar- 
ranged in no order; just placed there as a 
convenient storage space. The window 
might as well be a corner of an attic where 
nobody but the jeweler and his employes 
ever go. Certainly there is no evidence that 
he realizes that his show windows are be- 
ing viewed by thousands of people con- 
stantly and that these people are gathering 
an impression of the interior of his store 
from what they see there. 

The other window contains a little of 
about everything a modern jewelry store 
carries, from punch bowl of cut glass to 
cameras, and including watches, chains, nov- 
elties, spectacles, rings, and so on through 
the list. The idea seems to be to show as 
many different samples as possible. The re- 
sult gives a queer impression to the louker. 
There is no impression created of anything 
in particular. The eyes simply convey a 
general view of a lot of stuff in a small 
space. Still this sort of window is not at 
all uncommon among jewelers, nor is it 
confined to this business. Other stores 
often do the same thing. 

But every store whose windows show 
such an out of date, old-fashioned con- 
glomeration of a dozen lines of goods is be- 
ing injured to a greater or less extent. 
Take a look at the windows of our friends 
the enemy, the department stores, and see 
how they do it. Do you see one window 
crowded with a dozen lines of goods, noth- 
ing standing out conspicuously? Practically 
never. Instead, you see in one window 
dress goods, in another blankets, in another 
crockery, in another (now listen, you read- 
er) silverware arranged in such a way that 
no man or woman who gives a glance to 
that glass front can fail to see plainly and 
distinctly that that store has silverware for 
sale. 

“But they have so many windows and 
they employ professional dressers.” Cer- 
tainly. But there is nothing to hinder you 
from taking advantage of some of their 
ideas, modified to suit your surroundings 
and the conditions of your business. Only 
do not modify them so much that nothing 
is left in evidence but the modification. 

“But it isn’t customary for jewelers to do 
such things.”” It wasn’t customary 25 years 
ago for jewelers to carry lines of goods 
they do carry now. 

Just because you have only one window, 
or two, is no reason why it is necessary to 
crowd into it a little of everything you have 

















in the store. Just as it is a good advertis 
ing principle to advertise one thing a 
time, so it is a good principle of window 
dressing to display one thing at a time: at 
least one line of goods. By so doing the 
window is more effective. It is more apt 
to make an impression on the casual pesser 
by and more apt to attract customers int 
the store. Of course it would not be good 
policy to so dress a window and let it re 
main a couple of weeks. Frequent changes 
are desirable and important, especially if 
the store is on a much traveled street or if 
it is passed by the same people daily. 

I wanted to quote from the practical ex 
perience of two or three jewelers along 
these lines, but this “talk’’ has grown long 
enough already. The experiences will have 
to wait until next week. eo. D

vestibule, or “rest room,” provided with 
easy chairs, writing desks, etc., for the ac- 
commodation of patrons of the establish 
ment. This scheme was suggested some 
time ago in THe CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY, and 
there is no doubt but that it will prove 
successful. 

Irby Pate, McKenzie, Tenn., has in his 
show window a unique display consisting 
of a snake incubator, filled with the squirm 
ing reptiles. It has attracted considerable 
attention. 

Shreve & Co., San Francisco, Cal., are 
displaying a fine collection of relics relating 
to Abraham Lincoln. The collection in 
cludes a bronze profile of the martyred 
President and a letter of introduction signed 
by Lincoln, written at the Executive man- 
sion and dated March 7, 1861. The flag 
which fluttered from the locomotive of the 
special train which bore President Lincoln 
from Springfield, Ill., to Washington, at his 
first inauguration, is also on display. 

A concern in Rockford, Del., has installed 
a new electric time keeping system which 
does away with the work of a number of 
time clerks. The men are furnished wit 
checks which they drop into a slot arrange 
ment when they enter and leave. This reg 
isters the number of the check and the ti 
at which it was deposited.

An Experience by Which Others May Profit.

dealer, who is to-day conducting a store

ild remember those words. While the 
cannot be deemed an extraordinary 
by any means, since it has so many 
analogous ones in all the more usual lines 

the commoner commercial activities, it 

still sufficiently remarkable to be 
worthy of studious perusal, for it throws a 
strong side light on the opportunities 
which are to be found at hand by all who 
ire eager to find such opportunities. It 
roves, moreover, that it is not essential 
for the new-comer to this land to be pos- 
sessed of unusual gifts, to wrest success 
from adversity. Given very ordinary tal- 
ents, the foreigner who comes to our shore 
ntending to become a citizen, even 
though handicapped by not being able to 
speak the prevalent language, with single- 
ness of purpose, and the sime qua non of 
industry and economy, will find that, as in 
this instance, the door of Fortune is open 
for him. 

Said Mr. X—, as for the purposes of 
this article we may call him, “Yes, it is a 
little over 20 years since I started in busi- 
ness for myself, and the story of that 20 
years, and the nine months that preceded 
it, may be called a business romance. I 
am pretty proud of what I have accom- 
plished, acquiring all I have from less than 
nothing, and if you have the patience to 
listen to the story, I do not think that the 
relation of it will tire you.” THe On- 
LOOKER, not slow to indicate his interest, 
soon had Mr. X— started on his narra-

“IT am a German by birth, but I learned 
the trade of watchmaking in Switzerland, 
becoming an adept. After practicing a 
year or two in my native land, notwith- 
standing that I did not know a word of 
English, I determined to come to America, 
for I saw that I never would get a chance 
to get ahead in Germany. 

“T had scarcely landed on this side, be- 
fore I found employment in my line. This 
was in the service of a German lady who 
ept a jewelry store in this city. I stayed 

her employ for eight months. During 
lat time, owing to the closeness of the 
ervice, I found it impossible either to 

ike much headway in English, or to get 
ny insight into how business is con- 
lucted in this land. But it was not this 
hat made me give up my job.

So I took 
account of stock. Besides not yet being able 
to speak English, my capital could be 
summed up quickly. Credit I had nil. 
Cash I was possessed of to the amount 
of $55. Of collateral I had simply and 
only—one gold watch. I had, besides, a 
few friends and acquaintances, and thes¢ 
I determined to make of use in some 
way. 

“So, nothing daunted, I hired a show 
window, at a rental of $10 a month—for 
one month. How do you think I filled it? 
1 was aware that some of my friends 
owned wooden clocks of the kinds then in 
vogue. These made quite a show, when 
marked in plain figures, and I knew where 
to turn when I got an order for one. But 
this was not all I relied upon. I was an 
expert in making Swiss chatelaine watches, 
which were at that time very popular. So 
I solicited and obtained quite some orders 
for these, from some large and reputable 
houses. They did not pay me very well, 
but between them and the occasional sale 
of a clock, I managed to keep going. I 
continued this precarious course, at any 
rate, for five or six months. At the end 
of that time, I ventured on a bold stroke. 
Remaining on the thoroughfare on which 
I had started, the very one on which, you 
see, I am still conducting business—one 
of the popular avenues on the upper East 
Side of the city—I hired a little store. This 
was on the block below the show window 
in which I had begun, about five blocks 
below this present corner store of mine. 
I immediately bought a safe—on the in 
stalment plan. By this time, too, I had 
managed to secure a little credit, and made 
up my mind to accept goods on consign- 
ment. Through a friend in whose judg 
ment I had reliance, I selected a very 
small line of Swiss goods; in addition, a 
dealer still well-known extended me a lim- 
ited assortment of his own goods.

Every minute 
that was not taken up with buying and se- 
lecting, or selling my stock, I was still 
making chatelaine watches for the large 
retail houses 

“About this time I realized that my 
ignorance of the English language was a 
great drawback. I had been so busy keep- 
ing bare body and soul together, that I 
had had no chance to improve my knowl- 
edge of it. So I hit upon the plan of hir- 
ing a boy, who, in addition to his other 
duties, should act as my interpreter. At 
the same time I hit upon the brilliant 
plan of sending to Germany for a sister of 
mine. My idea was to train her, so that 
she would make a good clerk, and allow 
me the leisure to achieve that end, as well 
as to attend to my growing necessity to 
be outside a good deal. But both of these 
experiments proved errors of judgment. 

The boy was a failure, as far as interpret- 
ing was concerned. My sister was of too 
domesticated a nature to have made a com 
mercial success. But another scheme 
struck me at this time. This was to com- 
bine business and matrimony, to the ad- 
vantage of the former. I had, in the 
meantime, become acquainted with a 
young lady who would do admirably for 
the purpose. So I married her, and she 
soon became the best kind of a good clerk. 
And as our interests were harmonious— 
in fact, identical—I do not see how it 
would have been possible to have done 
better, placed as I then was. But there 
was an additional advantage in this step. 
My wife’s brothers were successful busi- 
ness men, and the aid I secured from them 
at this juncture put me, for the first time, 
squarely upon my feet. 

“In order to have taken full advantage 
of these improved conditions, it was essen- 
tial that I should know my market. I had 
studied this thoroughly. Being in the po- 
sition now to do so, I returned almost the 
entire line of goods which I had with less 
judgment selected, and substituting a line 
from the same wholesale dealer more in 
consistence with the demands of my trade, 
I practically started out anew. I had by 
this time come to a point at which I 
could take another decided step. So I 
gave up my orders for chatelaine watches, 
and elected, instead, to boom my store so 
that it should keep me busy with supplying 
the goods necessary from my neighbor- 
hood THe ONLOOKER.

INTRODUCTION.

Q.—Granting that the optometrist is en- 
tirely independent of ophthalmology, does 
it follow that he need not be versed in 
ophthalmoscopy? 

A.—No. 

Q.—The optometrist should then have a 
knowledge of ophthalmoscopy ? 

A.—He should, because he is by this 
means enabled to differentiate between re- 
fractive errors and disease and classify his 
cases under either optometrical or ophthal- 
mological heads; in the former instance

Ametropia.

A° already stated in a previous paper, 
neither presbyopia nor asthenopia are 
classed among the errors of refraction or 
ametropic states, but are secondary to or 
dependent upon departures from the normal 
standards, so that we are obliged, at this 
stage, to consider asthenopia in the light oi 
an effect caused by some one of the ame 
tropic conditions. 

Che word asthenopia is a derivation from 
the Greek, signifying the eye lacking 
strength, as applied to the several muscles 
controlling the movements of the eyes. The 
symptoms are pain in the eyes, blurring 
while reading, headaches located in the 
temple and fulness at the base of the brain, 
together with a sense of constriction, caus- 
ing a sensation at times, as of a hoop band 
bound tightly about the whole head. In 
other words, the usual symptoms of neu- 
rasthenia are understood. 

The above symptoms are developed from 
three different sources, so that we classify 
the subject under three separate headings. 
It will also be seen that asthenopia is the 
initial, and strabismus the advanced type, 
of the same condition. 

(1) Hyperopic. } 

(2) Myopic. x 
( (3) Neurasthenic. 

(1) Hyperopic asthenopia is usually clas- 
sified by reliable authorities as accommoda- 
tion asthenopia. Hyperopic asthenopia is 
due to some of the various forms of hyper- 
opia, especially to that variety in which the 
axial diameter of the eyeball is too short, 
or axial hyperopia. It will be seen by the 
student of the anatomy of the eye that the 
motor oculi nerve having control over acts 
of accommodation and the muscles of con- 
vergence, in order to maintain equilibrium, 
the external rectus muscles become weak 
ened, in consequence of which the eyes tend 
to turn too far inward, so that the pain is 
caused by this excess of strain and the sud- 
den yielding or giving way of the external 
rectus muscle, the coincident blurring re- 
sult and the consequent drain upon the 
nervous system by a long continued de- 
pletion eventually in the headaches referred 
to previously, or rather the neurasthenic 
symptoms mentioned above. After a 
longer or shorter period the external rec- 
tus muscle becomes so relaxed that a squint 
or strabismus becomes more apparent, in 
addition to which the squinting eye (con- 
vergent strabismus) becomes amblyopic 
(the amblyopia exanopsia of the older writ- 
ers, or dulled vision from the want of use). 

The relation of hyperopia to the asthen- 
opia as far as the ametropic state is com- 
pared to the asthenopic symptom, is as four 
is to one; that is, the law of comparison as 
relates to the ametropia and the asthenopia, 
is as four is to that is to say, if a 
given case of hyperopia requiring a 
special lens of four diopters to correct the

Myopic asthenopia or muscular 
nopia of the older writers, is a state of weak 
sight, due to myopia In this vartety of 
asthenopia a true muscular insufficiency 
is established from the fact that in myopia 
the axial diameter of the eyeball is large: 
than it is in the emmetropic state, so that 
the third pair of nerves or motor-ocull 
nerves are extremely relaxed, in conse 
quence of which the sixth pair of nerves 
or the abducens nerve will have the natural 
tendency to rotate the eyeball away from 
the mesial-piane. In the 
tions of this state the divergence is readily 
seen even by a casual and 
then speak of this condition as divergent 
strabismus or divergent squint. Sometimes 
divergent strabismus is so that 
amblyopia exampsia becomes established, 
although this is very rare in myopic cases.

strated as it is in hyperopia. 

Pain is the leading symptom in myopic 
asthenopia, and this is partly due to the 
extreme sensitiveness of the retina in all 
myopic cases, A lens with a blue tint will 
neutralize the orange rays in such case 
and pain will be largely eliminated there- 
by, so that all that may be required for 
relief in this variety of asthenopia will be 
the concave spherical correction for the 
axial myopia, together with a number one 
tint blue lens in combination. 

In summing up this variety of asthe- 
nopia it will be seen that the symptomatic 
headaches which are referred to the tem- 
ples and at the base of the brain, together 
with the subjection feelings as though a 
hoop band was tightly bound about the 
cranium with the lancinating pain, neural- 
gic in character, shooting through the 
eyes, are in very many instances dispelled 
by prescribing concave spherical lenses, 
and by so doing we relieve myopic or mus 
cular asthenopia.

Resume of Dr. Bryan’s Lectures on Eye- 
specks and Simple and Compound Eyes. 





EK. Le Roy Ryer. 

EFORE the recent meeting of the Opti- 

cal Society of the City of New York, 

Dr. Walt Bryan delivered a very interesting 

lecture upon the various kinds of eyes 

found in the lower orders of animals. Dia- 

grams, lantern slides and specimens added 

much to the value of the lecture, making 

every one feel that a new and interesting 

line of study was here opened, in pursu- 

ance of which any one would be amply re- 
paid, 

The optometrists are more than apt to 
think of nothing but the human eye, and, 
while too much thought cannot be given 
to this, yet it is nevertheless true that to 
spread out, to examine other forms of 
visual organs, will broaden and enhance 
one’s knowledge of the functions of the 
human eye. Throughout the animal king- 
dom various arrangements are found for 
the purpose of giving visual power; they 
may, however, be divided into three classes, 
namely, (1) eye-specks or eye dots, met 
with in medusz, annelide, etc.; (2) the 
compound eye, found in insects and crus- 
taceans; and (3) the simple eye, possessed 
by all vertebrates. 

The eye-specks are simply expansions of 
optic nerve filaments covered by a trans- 
parent membrane, but devoid of any re- 
fractive media; thus, the animal is capable 
of distinguishing between light and dark- 
ness, only allowing no consciousness of 
form or color. In the compound eye the 
external and internal membranes, constitut- 
ing the cornea, are divided into facets, each 


facet, apparently, being equivalent to a 





distinct ocellus, furnished with its own 
crystalline lens and nerve rod, each invest 
ed with its own pigment coating. In the 
eyes of insects these facets are always hex- 
agonal, but they vary in form among the 
crustacea, some being square, some hex- 
agonal, and some round. 

The compound eyes are often supported 
on the ends of peduncles, or eye-stalks, 
which vary greatly in length in different 
species. 

The structure of simple eyes among 
crustacea does not differ greatly from that 
found among higher animals. There is 
a transparent cornea, a crystalline lens 
(usually of spherical form), a gelatinous 
mass, analogous to the vitreous humor of 
the human eye, and an optic nerve.

HE following article is published in an-

ing the new Hewitt Electric lamp, which, 

let it be said at the outset, has not yet been 
placed on the market: 

At the beginning of this year Mr. Hewitt 
exhibited a new form of electric lamp at 
the Engineers’ Club, New York. From the 
reports, which were authentic beyond doubt, 
we were led to believe that his work was 
advanced beyond the experimental stage, 
and that the lamp, so soon as he desired it, 
would be placed upon the market. 

One of these lamps, however, has been 
seen in full operation. The light produced 
was intensely powerful, yet unusually sooth- 
ing to the eye, and contained no red rays. 
This absence of red rays, while affording the 
light a gentleness possessed by no other, 
gave, at the same time, an unnatural hue to 
all objects viewed under its influence. The 
lamp contains no filament such as is found 
in the Edison incandescent bulb. There- 
fore, so far as usage goes, it is practically 
indestructible. 

Instead of a brightly heated coil the bulb 
is filled entirely with one mass of light. 
(This was before pointed out as being par- 
ticularly valuable to the optometrist). It 
can be attached to the ordinary current used 
for the Edison bulb.

of widely different proportions, ranging 
from alloys containing 50 per cent. of cop- 
per and 50 per cent. of zinc, to those con- 
taining 80 per cent. of copper and 20 per 
cent. of zinc. The knowledge of making 
brass (and other alloys) not being based 
ou scientific principles, its manufacture is 
beset with a host of empirical rules and 
fancies, each brass founder thinking that 
he possesses the only orthodox system. 

As the mixing of all alloys is based on 
some chemical or electrical affinity, in the 
case of brass, 60 per cent. of copper and 
40 per cent. of zinc, seems to be the pro- 
portion of a perfect chemical compound, 
and such brass has proved itself to be the 
proper alloy for sheathing the bottom of 
vessels. 

All metals, and in fact all atoms of mat- 


ter in nature, have relations with each 
other “électrically, and are~ divided’ iftto 
two classes, positives and negatives. Ac- 


cording to electrical science, the negatives 
always absorb the positives. Galvanic 
batteries are operated on this principle. 
Gold, in a molten state in an ordinary 
charcoal fire, will absorb and embody with 
itself a certain amount of platinum, the 
gold being the negative and the platinum 
the positive; while it is well known that 
a charcoal fire cannot melt platinum. 

Platinum, however, could not be melted 
in this manner in an unlimited quantity, 
but the gold would absorb a sufficient 
quantity to satiate itself, electrically, as a 
“negative.” In the case of brass we are 
enabled not only to make an alloy on this 
electrical principle of a chemical mixture 
(as assumed to be 60 per cent. of copper 
and 40 per cent. of zinc), but also of differ- 
ent proportions. We would define brass 
of such different proportions as “mechan- 
ical mixtures,” which would have different 
textures, hardness, ductile properties, etc., 
etc. Brass, being composed of about two- 
thirds of copper and one-third of zinc, was 
best adapted to most mechanical purposes 
and went by the name of good “yellow 
brass.” 

By some fortuitous circumstance it was 
discovered by the horologists of England 
that the Dutch sauce-pan and kettle-brass, 
which had been in use for a considerable 
time, furnished, when remelted, a most su- 
perior brass, possessing all the requisite 
properties, when properly manipulated, for 
the manufacture of their duplex chronom- 
eter and cylinder escape-wheels, at the 
same time suggesting that the superiority 
of this brass had been brought about by 
its contact with fat. Thus were the es- 
cape-wheels of the old verge-watches, 
whose teeth, by impact with the steel spin- 
dles, had cut these and often entirely de- 
stroyed them, boiled in goose-grease, 
which so refined the surface of the brass 
that this serious defect was in many cases 
entirely removed. And it may be reason- 
ably inferred that the impurities contained 
in the constituents of the brass had a 
greater affinity for the fat than for the met- 
als. 

This theory is speculative, but is some- 
what confirmed by the personal experi- 
ence of the writer, who rolled a piece of 
brass containing 70 per cent. of copper, 
about % inch in thickness, a number of 
times, until it was finally reduced to less 
than 1/32 of an inch It was heated to 
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red heat after each operation and plunged 
into a bath of beef-suet, after which it was 
pronounced by an operator, in making 
dies for punching escape-wheel blanks with 
thin arms, the finest brass he had ever 
operated on. The famous Lancashire brass 


is supposed to be composed of copper 
70.29 parts, zinc 29.26 parts, lead 0.28 
parts, and tin 0.17 parts. 

The manufacture of brass was _ intro- 


duced into this country by a Scotchman 
named Moffat, who also compounded a 
very fine alloy for the making of cartridge- 
shells for breech-loading muskets. The 
brass industry in this country was devel- 
oped with giant strides and was centered 
principally in Waterbury, Conn. Ina few 
years brass was manufactured here in such 
quantities that it exceeded in volume the 
combined products of all Europe, and 
‘Waterbury’ was termed the “City of 
Brass.” 

The manufacture of watches by machin- 
ery in this country called for a new alloy 
of brass; an alloy, which could be turned 
and drilled easily, and would not injure 
the delicate punches required to produce 
the small wheels, etc. No matter how per- 
fect these punches were made, too ductile 
brass would allow small particles to be 
carried down into these punches, which 
were required to punch many thousands 
of pieces, and injure their cutting edges. 
After many trials a compound was finally 
obtained which entirely answered the pur- 
pose, and, as an example of how much 
labor must have been involved, it may be 
mentioned that a suitable brass for the 
dvplex wheel of the cheap Waterbury 
watch was only obtained after 10 trials by 
the most experienced brass founder in 
Waterbury

In Fig. 1 two oilcups are punched, one or 
each side of the plate. This will cause the 
shoulder of the pivot to run in one of them 
and give rise to a great deal of troubl 
The shoulder will have greater friction and 
furrow in the sides of the hole; the end 
shake will be greatly increased, and in all 
probability will cause the center wheel to 
rub against the bridge, barrel or balance 
the shoulder, running in the oilcup, wil! 
draw the oil and spread it over the wheel, 
and the pivot will soon run dry, etc., et 
Fig. 2 is not much better. The edges of 
the hole, having been made very sharp, will 
soon be worn out by the shoulder of th 
pivot, and obstacles identical with those 
caused by the method illustrated in Fig. | 
will arise.
